So Says Hobson in a Strong 
Plea For Temperance 


Address at Baptist Tabernacle 
Enjoyed by Large Crowd. 
Will Resume War on Liquor 
in the Legislature Says Dr. 
Broughton. : 


In an absolutely unemotional address 
on the temperance question, Richmond 
Pearson Hobson made the strongest 
appeal for total abstinence and prohi- 
Wtion legislation that has ever been 
heard in Atlanta. His lecture, based 
upon scientific facts and figures which 
are incontrovertible, was an earnest ef- 
fort to make the people see the indi- 
vidual responsibility resting upon them 
in the question of abolishing the liquor 
evil 

His appeal was based not only upon 
the selfish principle of self-preserva- 
tion, but he presented his argument for 
@bsolute abstinence, supported by state 
and national legislation, as the highest 
right and duty of every patriotic citi- 
zen, pointing out that the nation’s up- 
rightness and strength depended upon 
the average excellence of the individu- 
als composing it. 

A Scientific Exposure. 

There was nothing of the ordinary 
religious exhortation, nothing of the 
fanaticism that is often by mistake 
accredited to those working against 
the liquor evil; but it was a scientific 
exposition of the degeneracy attendant 
upon constant temperate and intemper- 
ate use of alcohol. 

As a striking illustration of the ruin 
wrought by the ‘Great Destroyer,’ 
Hobson ‘compared the death list of 
those killed by alcohol and those on 
the field of battle in all the wars 
since the Macedonian conquest. As a 
result, he made the startling statement 
that 700,000 Americans are killed each 
year as a result of alcoholic indul- 
gence, while only approximately the 
same number have died on the field of 
battle in all the wars of all the ages 
since the dawn of history. 

Also, he said, 28,000,000 men _ are 
wounded each year, against. only 2,- 
000,000 men who havt® been wounded 
in all the battles of all ages. 

“By the use of alcohol a man can 
wipe out 1,000 years of evolution in 
one lifetime,’ said the speaker, “for 
while alcohol is a deadly protoplasmic 
poison, attacking and vitiating all the 
living tissues of the human organism, 
it attacks and destroys quickest the 
new and tender cells most recently 
added in the process of evolution.” 

Tiidst¥ating thé principle, he satd 
that 6,000 years of evolution In the dog 
family can be wiped out in less than 
two generations by the constant use of 
alcohol; the red man can be degener- 
ated to the point where he is a murder- 
ous savage; and the black man can be 
sent back to the cannibal stage.”’ 

Plea for the Nation. 

He made his strongest plea in behalf 
of the children of men, in behalf of 
the nation, saying that “the fall of all 
great nations might be traced to the 
degeneracy consequent upon the con- 
stant use of alcohol; ard that America 
was at the crisis in her history—a cri- 
gis that threatens American liberty anu 
free government, because the eternat 
foundations of these, the equality of 
opportunity which is the Amemrican’s 
right and glory, are being undermined 
by the great and destructive and in- 
sidious power of alcohol.” 

A large audience heard him, an@ the 
greatest interest was shown through- 
out the magnificent address. 

Dr. Broughton announced that the 
most influential men of the Georgia 
legislature were framing, for introduc- 
tion at the next session of the genera! 
assembly, a bill that would wipe out 
totally and absolutely the liquor traf- 
fic in the state, “and if this legislature 
won't pass it, we will know with whom 
to sit up during the next election cam- 
paign.” 

W. S Witham introduced the speak- 
ers in a breezy, humorous manner fhat 
caught the ‘fancy of the audience, and 
some good music added to the interest 
of the program.

BY AGREEMENTS 


Steel Trust Director Tells How 
Prices Were Maintained 


Percival Roberts, Jr., Testifies 
That Through the “Gary 
Dinners” Men in the Steel 
Business Have Accomplished 
Great Results. 


Washington, June 9.—The first clash 
between the house committee of in- 
quiry into the United States Steel Cor- 
poration affairs and counsel for that 
combination, R. V. Lindabury, occurred 
today when Percival Roberts, Jr., a di- 
rectors, was under examination. 

Mr. Roberts and rormer Vice Presi- 
dent James Gayley, of the corporation, 
were today’s witnesses, both testifying 
that agreements as to parceling of 
output were made between stees] manu- 
facturers before the steel corporation 
was formed. 

Representative Beal], of Texas, ask- 
ed a facetious question as to the “phi- 
lanthropic motives” that actuated the 
steel corporation’s acquisition of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company. At- 
torney Lindabury protested and on his 
demand the question was materially 


modified. 

The committee today sought to show 
that through the “Gary dinners’ the 
prices of steel products were maintain- 
eq and competition curtalled, as effect- 
ively as they were prior to the steel 
corporation's formation, Dy gentlemen's 
agreements made despite the Sherman 
anti-trust law. Much,of the exam'na- 
tion of Mr. Roberts dealt with a more 
or less academic discussion of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan’s industrial potentiality, 
though Mr. Morgan's name was large- 
ly avoided in the questioning and with 
the system of interlocking directorates 
of the steel corporation and other big 


industrial enterprises. 
Philanthropy and Business. F 
“was it the same spirit of philan- 
PO that guided independent steel 
manufacturers to make agreements be- 
fore the organization of the United 
States Steel Corporation?’ Represen- 
tative Beall asked Director Roberts, 
“as prompted the steel corporation to 
save the nation in 1907 by taking over 
the Tennessee Coal and iron Compa- 
ny?” 
Mr. Roberts was replying that he 
aid not believe philanthrophy entered 
into business when Attorney Linda- 
bury protested against the question. 
“TJ submit,” said Mr. Lindabury, “that 
arguments between the questioner and 


Pthe witness are unseemly.” 


The form of the question was finally 
changed and Mr. Roberts answered 
that since the formation of the steel 
corporation business men in this coun- 
try had new ideals which governed 
them to avert destructive competition. 
“TY pelieve,” he said, “that through the 
Gary dinners men in the gteel business 
have accomplished great results for 
the benefit of all by the application of 
good common American sense. Exam- 
ple has a great deal to do with the 
affairs of this world.” 

With J. Pierpont Morgan in mind, 
though not mentioning him by name, 
Chairman Stanley, asked: ) 

The Man of Infinite Power 


“Is there in the financial world today 
a man of infinite power and vast in- 
terests whose example is regarded in a 
way as the law by big business men?’ 

“No,” replied Mr. Roberts, “I think 
there are certain new ideals of co- 
operation which govern us all, ideals 
that may be personifiled in certain 
individuals,” 

“Is there such an individaul 
America?” asked Mr. Stanley. 

“Yes, I think so.” 

“Who is the example in the steel 
industry?” J 

“T think no one man particularly. 

“Ie there not one man?” Mr. Stanley 
continued, ‘“‘whose example business 
men of the nation follow, on account 
of his immense grasp of modern con- 
ditions. his touch which potentiates 
the railroads of the nation, the steel 
manufacturing business, the establish- 
metn of the banks and extends to all 
the multifarious ramifications of busi- 
ness of the country, and who cannot 
only frame business conditions, but 
change them by the mere pressing of 
a button?’ 

“Tl suppose I have tm mind who you 
mean,’ Mr. Roberts answered, smil- 
ingly. ‘“»,uatever he may accomplish 
for the good of the government and 
upholding the business interests of the 
country he does by reason of his quali-

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LAW SUPPLANTED IPOLICE CLASH 


WITH RIOTERS 


Cleveland Garment Workers 
Strike Leads to Bloodshed 


Scores Injured When 100 Po- 
licemen Attempt to Quell a 
Riot Between Strikers and 
Sympathizers and Non-Union 
Workmen. 


Cleveland, Ohio., June 9.—One hun- 
dred policemen summoned to the 
scene of a riot between striking gar- 
ment workers and sympathizers and 
non-union workmen late today charg- 
ed on the rioters and in the fight which 
followed one man was shot and at 
least a half dozen were Seriously in- 
jured. Scores suffered batted heads 
and body bruises. It was the first 
violence of the strike. 

About six hundred men and women 
fathered tn front of Printz Biederman 
& Company’s branch factory as the 
non-union workers were about to leave 
the building. A brick hurled into the 
crowd by an unidentified person start: 
ed the riot. Windows in nearby stores 
were smashed. When the police charg- 
ed, the mob resisted. 

Patrolman John Becker, was struck 
on the head and he drew his revolver 
and shot. ztoselli Doloungo, a striker. 
in the thigh. Anofher man received 
a gash in the throat. Doloungo was 
arrested after being taken to a hos- 
pital. 7 

No Settlement in Sight. 

Later a crowd of strikers gathered 

at the plant of the Latinn-Bloomfield 


Company to force out the non-union 
workers. Windows were broken and! 
Some of the strikers climbed: up the 
fire escapes and entered the building. 
Many of the men workers {inside then 
joined the strikers, but 150 girl work- 
ers refused. The strikers and their 
recruits then started in a@ parade down 
the street. Another riot call brought 
a squad of police and the crowd was 
dispersed. 

Officials of the Outside Contractors’ 
Association announced tonight that the 
100 outside contractors, entployine 
nearly 2,000 cloakmakers, pressers and 
finishers, will join the strikers tomor- 
row. A representative of five manu- 
facturers conferred today with the 
strike leaders but no settlement was 
reached,

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SENDS CRUISER 
WITH DEMAND 


China Seeks Six Millions in 
Gold_ From Meyico, 


In Addition to Indemnity for 
Death of 303 Chinese at Tor- 
reon, China Demands Apolo- 
gy for Insult to Her Flag and 
Punishment of Guilty. 


Mexico City, June 9.—An indemnity 
Of 12,000,000 pesos, the equivalent of 
$6,000,000 in g0ld, will be demanded of 
Mexico by the Chinese government for 
the slaughter of Chinese subjects in 
Torreon, The demand will be backed 
by a cruiser which is already on the 
way to the Mexican west coast ports. 

Three investigators returned today 
from .Torreon and placed in the hands | 
of Shung Hai Sun, charge d'affaires 
of the Chinese legation, a detailed re- 
port of the carnage. This report shows 
that 303 Chinese were Killed, many of 
them in a most inhumayp manner, and 
that besides a bank and club house, 
eighty-nine places of business were 
sacked, 

In addition to the indemnity, an 
apology for insult to the Cninese flag 
will be demanded; also that aid be ex- 
tended to destitute families of the vic- 
tims; that the guiity be punished and 
the constitutional guarantee of pro- 
tection to. Chinese lives and property 
be made effective. 

Of the 12,000,000 pesos indemnity to 
be asked, 2,000,000 pesos is for prop- 
erty damaged, and the remainder 
the loss of lives. 

Commenting upon the matter, Mr. 
Shung declared that Owing to the say- 
age manner in which th 
killed, there has atin pg ade 
hig mation to fix the amount of the 
indemnity by prescribed met-.ods, 
Cruiser En Route to Mexican Ports. 


“I am friendly, as is m natio 
the Mexican people and to the sn ng 
vonary cause,” he said. “I will first 
present my case to the Mexican gov- 
ermment for its consideration, which 
if it is favorable, will settle the mat- 
ter amicably. If it is not accepted 
the detailed report of the crime will 
be given to the world. A eruiser has 
been sent by the Chinese government 
to Mexican ports, carrying persons 
who will continue the investigation of 
the treatment of Chinese throughout 
the republic, and who will also assist 
in pacifying the Chinese residents in 
the country.”

“If the government would put a 
reasonable tax on tobaceo which may 
be considered a luxury,” said Mr. War- 
burton, “it could let in woolen goods, 
cotton goods and sugar without any 
tariff whatever. If this country taxed 
tobacco as England or France does we

Medical Examiners Accomplish 
Great Work in the Schools, 


By Work of the Examiners 
Many Children Will Be Noti- 
fied in Time to. Remedy Their 
Troubles.—Recommendations 
Made.

That over 57 per cent of the school 
children of Atlanta are defective is the 
report made to the board of education 
by the medica! examiners of the city. 

The examiners have in the season 
of 1910-31911 examined 34 schools, 22 
of these being schools which had never 
before been examined. 

In the schools there were 11,043 chil- 
dren. Of this large number 6,327 were 
reported defective; 98 per cent was the 
highest percentage folind in any school, 
and. 30.1 the lowest. 

The members of-the board of educa- 
tion and the high officials of the city 
are unanimous in the opinion that the 
establishment of the medical’ depart- 


toms houses, except as to the impor- 
tations of liquors ahd tobacco.”

The rich man who smokes a 35-cent 
cigar pays 1 .2-10 cents tax on each 
dollar’s worth of tobacco, while his 
gardener, who. smokes 5-cent vt beg 
pays 6 cents tax on his dollar's worth, 
and his washerwoman who buys a dol- 
lar’s worth of sugar pays 36 cents tax 
on it.” ; 

Representative Peters, of Massachu- 
setts, a democratic member of the ways 
and means committee, which framed the 
wool bill, said wool and woolen. goods 
duties had been placed as low as was 
consistent with securing enough tariff 
revenue to run the government.

ENDS SPECTACULAR CAREER 


Leavenworth, Kan., June 9.—Carrie 
Nation, the Kansas saloon smasher, 
died here tonight at 7:05 o'clock. 

Paresis was the cause of death. For 
séveral months Mrs. Nation had beer? 
in poor health and on January 22 she 
entereq the lotal sanitarftum in which 
she died, hoping there to recover from 
a nervous breakdown, 


Mrs. Carrie Nation was born in Ken- 
tucky in 1846. Her maiden name was 
Carrie Moore and as a girl it is said 
she was absolutely fearless. In her 
early life she “married a man addicted 
to the use of intoxicants which created 
in her an intense aversion to the sa- 
loon. When he died she determined to 
devote her life to the suppression of 
the liquor traffic. Later she moved 


‘te Kansas and married David Nation, 


who sympathized with her temperance 
principles. 

Mrs. Nation’s first saloon smashing 
was done in the barroom of the Carey 
hotel in Wichita, December 27, 1900: 
She was arrested and remained in jail 
several days before she was released 
on bond. 

On January 21, 


Nation surprised the saloon keepers In 
various Kansas towns, appearing un- 
heralded and leaving a trail of ruined 
barroom fixtures wherever she went, 
Brought Great Awakening. - 
Remarkably few saloon men used 
violence in resisting Mrs. Nation, al- 
though she was assaulted and badly 
hurt. while wrecking a bar at Enter- 
prise, Kan. By this time the state of 
Kansas was in a foment. Aroused by 
the spirit of the dauntless woman 
from. Kentucky, the people began to 
demand that all the saloons be closed. 
Smashing parties were organized all 
over the state. As a result of the agi- 
tation bids were passed by the legisla- 
ture which strengthened the state pro- 
hibitory law. ; Bs 
Erratic as her life has been, Mrs. 
Nation was responsible for the great- 
est temperance awakening in Kansas. 
Mrs. Nation after her activities in 
Kansas became a lecturer and the edi- 
tor of a paper called The Smasher’s 
Mail. She did little smashing outside 
of Kansas. While lecturing in New 
York city she created a sensation by 
appearing at the horse show in Madi- 
son Square Garden and demanding that 
the occupants of the.

COIROMEN DROP 


German Aviator and Mechanic - 
rightfully Mangled 


Herr Schendel Loses Control 
of Machine at Dizzy Height. 
Monoplane Shoots Down- 
ward With Terrific Speed, 
Burying Itself in the Earth. 


Johannisthal, Germany, June 9.—Herr 
Schendel, who on Tuesday established 
a German altitude record of 6,594 feet 
in an aeroplane, fell this evening with 


stantly killed. Schendel was trying to 
eclipse the world’s altitude record with 
a passenger. 

The aviator, who was practically a 
beginner, arose this evening in a Dor- 
ner monoplane and had reached «# 
height of 6,650 feet when the mono- 
plane was seen to assume a vertical 
position and it is believed that Schen- 
del was trying to glide to earth with 
his motor cut off. 

Once for a brief period he seemed 
to have righted the machine, but almost 
immediately lost control and the mono- 
Plane shot to earth with terrific speed, 
landing just outside the aviation fleld, 
So great was the velocity of the fall 
that the prow of the machine was 
buried in the earth.

CENERAL EVANS 
SUCCEEDS SCOTT 


in Prison Commission. 


Reported that Jesse Mercer 
May Be New Prison Commis- 
sioner, But This Rumor Is 
Denied by a Close Friend of 
Governor-Elect Hoke Smith. 


General Clement A. Evans will be 
appointed adjutant general of the na- 
tional guard of Georgia to succeed Ad- 
jutant General A. J. Scott. 

This announcement was made yes- 
terday by Governor-elect Hoke Smith, 
following persistent rumors’ which 
have been current for several days to 
the effect that General Scott would 
not be reappointed by Governor Smith 
.when he takes the oath of office the 
latter part of this month. 

The appointment of General Evans 
and his acceptance of the position cre- 
ates a vacancy in the prisun commis- 
sion, of which Genera] Evans is a mem- 
ber, and will necessitate an appoint- 
ment by Governor Smith to fill this 
vacancy. 

Position Is Accepted, 

Governor Smith announces that he 
has already offered this position to 
one of his supporters, and that it has 
been accepted, but he will not an- 
nounce his name at this time. 

It has been reported that Jesse 
Mercer, of Fitzgerald, a strong friend 
and political supporter of Governor 
Smith, would get General Evans’ place 
on the commission, but considerable 
doubt on this score was created Fri- 
day when a close friend of the gov- 
ernor stated positively that it would 
not be Mr. Mercer. It is very proba- 
ble that a man other than Mr. Mercer 
is slated for the job. 

General Evans’ term of six years on 
the commission would have expired in 
October of next year, so that his per- 
manent successor will have to be 
elected in the general election of 1912 

Hill C. Tugegle, for several years 
connected with the commission as su- 
pervisor of convict camps, will be a 
candidate for this office, and will is- 
sue his formal announcement for the 
place at an early date. 

In announcing the appointment of 
General Evans to the position of ad- 
jutant general, Governor Smith states 
that four years ago, when he first 


fered the position to General Evans, 

but he declined it, preferring to hold 

his place on the prison commission, 

which he had held for so many years. 
Evans Widely Known, 

There is no man in Georgia or the 
south better known than General 
Evans. In every city of the south 
where confederate veterans have held 
their reunions and celebrated Memo- 
rial days, the imposing form of the 
famous confederate leader, clad in the’ 
long military cloak and the gray uni- 
form of the southern general has been 
a familiar and inspiring figure. 

For several weeks the general has 
been quite ill at his home on Capitol 
avenue, but it is stated that the at- 
tack of rheumatism from which he 
has been suffering is greatly improved, 
and he is expected on the _ streets 
again at an early date. 

General Scott, who has held the po- 
sition of adjutant general of the na- 
tional guard for severa] years, has not 
made any definite plang for the fu- 
ture. The announcement that Gov- 
ernor Smith would not reappoint him 
did not come in the nature of a sur- 
prise, and several busines opportuni- 
ties have been offered him, none-of 
which he has yet accepted. 

General Scott had the indorsement 
of practically the entire membership 
of the national guard for reappoint- 
ment.

DMITS CRIME 


Vast Concourse Watches Wilh 


row Pay Death Penalty 


Makes Full Confession to the 
Judge, Attributing His Act to 
Whisky—With Calm Sereni- 
ty He Addrresses People 
From Gallows. | 


Blue Ridge, Ga., June 9.—(Special.) 
John Withrow, youthful white mur- 
derer, was hanged here this afternoon 
at 2 o’olock by Sheriff T. P. Jenkins. 
Three thousand people were present at 
the execution. A vast concourse fol- 
lowed him from the jail to the gallows. 
which was about one mile from the 
court nouse. 

At noon, just before he left his cell 
for the place of execution, Withrow 
sent for Judge N. A. Morris, who is 
holding Fannin superior court this 
week, and said he wanted to make a 
statement to him. This statement ap- 
pears in full below. When the judge 
reached the cell, and understood from 
Withrow that he desired that his state- 
ment be made public, he sent for court 
stenographer, Hon. G. D. Anderson, and 
had his full statement taken down in 
shorthand, 

Calm and Serene. | 

Withrow throughout his talk witk 
the judge was a marvel of coolness and 
self possession. He spoke frankly and 
freely of his crime, his voice Wwas 
steady and calm, his words seemed to 
echo a purity as from another world, 
while his face presented a countenance 
of peace and happiness. The remark- 
able thing about the interview was 
Withrow’s wonderful calm, although 
he was tn shadow of death and only 
two hours from the threshold of eter- 


nity, while those about him were nerv-. 


ous, the judge’s voice shaking from 
emotion as he talked with him and the 
stenographer’s hand trembling as he 
wrote down his confession to the 
world. 

When Withrow was through he 
shook hands with all present, a smile 
sweet as a babe’s resting on his face, 
which shone with a peace that passeth 
all understanding. Never will those 
present witness another such a scene, 
nor experience feelings like they felt 
at Withrow’s cell today. 

Withrow went to the gallows with 
the same serenity and calm, and, as 
the choir sang a song, he place his 
arm about the deputy sheriff and gen- 
tly patted him on the shoulder, while 
the same wonderful smile ever and 
anon flitted across his face. 

At the gallows he made a public 
statement to the people, the burden of 
which was a warning to the boys 
against whisky, which he said had 
brought about his ruin and death. After 
the execution his remains were sent 
to his relatives for interment. 

His Statement in Full. 
Following is his seatement in full: 
“T had thought hard, sorter hard of 

the judge for passing sentence on me, 
but have made peace with God and got 
willing for to die for the crime I com- 
mitted, and I wanted to tell him about 
it and let him know I did not think 
hard of him. That is the reason I sent 
for him to come to the jail. 

“The way it was, I ordered some 
whisky and went over to the Mineral 
Bluff and come back home and my 
wife, she was angry at me for getting 
the whisky and did not want me to 
drink. 

“TI had promised to take her over to 
see her father and I sét in to drinking, 
and she seen she was not going to get 
te go and she picked up the baby and 
started to the road. 

“I Shot and Killed Her.” 

“The pistol were there and I got the 
pistol, being drinking, and fired a shot 
or two along behind as she went to the 
road. She went out of the house at the 
window. She went out to the road toa 
where there were some bushes growed 
up between me and her and I got 
down on my knees to see if I cou'd 
see her from where I was, and, me 
being drunk, I did not see her from 
where I was and I shot and killed her. 

“The witnesses said they would not 
swear ything and other people 
knowe w it all were and they coun- 
seled not to tell how it were in 
court, that is all I Rave to say about 
that. 

“I want you to put it down that 
drinking and whisky were the cause of 
it all. I want the whisky business 
broke up if it can’ be and I hope the 
judge wiil make a success of breaking 
it up and enforcing the law. 

“That is the occasion of my wife's 
death and the occasion of me goinx 
to the scaffold today and the occasion 
of me having to leave my father and 
mother and brothers and sisters all 
heartbroken and my two children. It 
made them orphans without father or 
mother. 

“I have made peace with God and 
am willing to die for what I done tak- 
ing her life and it won’t be long un- 
til I meet her in heaven. I want this 
statement furnished to the world and 
1 want the judge to read it to the 
courts and I want the world to know 
it. Tam willing for the whole world to 


know it. I believe that is all I want 
to state.” 


ALL HAIL TO HIS PIGSHIP; 


WORTH $10,000 SAYS COURT 
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All hail to his Pigship, “Premier 
Longfellow’s Rival,’’ for even when 
dead, his porcine majesty is worth 
$10,000. So decided a jury of the su- 
perior court Friday morning, thereby 
bringing great joy, not only to the 
“deceased,” but to the attorneys who 
so ably plead his cause before a stern 
judge and jury. 

The case has been on trial for two 
weeks, over 50 witnesses being called 
upon to testify as the virtues and su- 
premacy of Premier Longfellow’s Ri- 
val. The suit was brought by J. D. 
DeBow, the prominent Tennesse law- 
yer, who adds to his name the title 
of asSistant general counsel ef the N., 
Cc. & St. L. railroad. He was also the 
owner of the late lamented Premier 
Longfellow’s Rival, who met his death 
tragically while traveling in state on 
the Vicksburg, Shreveport and Pacific 
railway. :

the expert testimony obta§nable to 
sustain. the valuation of $20,000 plac- 
ed by the owner upon the prize pig. 
These experts came from Alabama, 
Mississippi and Georgia, and all were 
unanimous in ascribing supreme place 
in the porcine family to Premier Long- 
fellow’s Rival. 

The hog was 9 feet long, three feat 
high, and he weighed 1,000 pounds and 
then some.

Testimony during the trial disclosed 
the fact that the premier pig had had 
as much attention during his lifetime 
as the son of a multi-millionaire, trav- 
eling in state in palace cars with a 
special attendant, who looked after 
everything for his porcine majesty.

Having no 
relatives here, he was buried by the 
county.

AMERICAN CITIES HERE SHOWN 


collecting the garbage for burning was 
subject to political influence with un- 
favorable results. In the great ma- 
jority of cases the garbage is dumped 
on vacant lots, frequently within the 
city limits, and sometimes not far 
from the heart of the city. Ordi- 
fiances for inspection of milk, meats 
and perishable provisions were quite 
general, and it is clear that they are 
being enforced with increasing ef- 
fectiveness every year; but successful 
work of this kind depends mainly 
upon three things: freedom from poli- 
tical control, a competent, and particu- 
larly a courageous board of health 
and a strong public opinion in favor 
of thorough enforcement of the work. 
Compared with the situation ten years 
ago there is room for much congratu- 
lation—but it is equally true that 
there is still room for much improve- 
ment. 

“In a large city in the south one of 
the great public markets was visited 
and the conditions were simply revolt- 
ing. Great quantities of meat, vege- 
tables and more or less over-ripe fruit 
were displayed in an open market ex- 
tending for two blocks with no kind 
of protection for the perishable pro- 
visions, Never were such swarms of 
flies seen before. In one case a big 
Piece of meat was so covered with 
flies that it was really difficult to 
make out what it was. Fortunately a 
movement is on foot to have this mar- 
ket done away with. All public mar- 
kets of the kind ought to be abolished. 
It is imposs{ble to maintain sanitary 
conditions as long as such things ex- 
ist. On the other hand, in the city 
of Montgomery, Ala., there was evi- 
dence of quite satisfactory enforce- 
ment of the ordinances for screening 
meats and perishable provisions. This 
screening of provisions displayed in 
our markets is a comparatively recent 
precaution. It is of special impor- 
tance through the south, where the 
heated term is much longer and the 
fly pest much more serious; but al- 
though there are only a few cities in 
the country where at present these 
ordinances are thoroughly '§ enforced, 
the work is rapidly extending and it 
only requires proper education of the 
public and proper expression of pub- 
lic opinion to bring about a thorough 
enforcement of ordinances in regard 
to this matter im practically every city 
in the union within ten years.” 

The report suggests the formation 
of “an organization in each city 
throughout the whole country of a 
number of intelligent, substantial and 
influential men with practical com- 
mon sense, interested in all work to 
improve the sanitary condition of al} 
of our cities and having enough tech- 
nical knowledge of modern sanitary { 
Science to know the relative impor- 
tance of things, what ought to be 
done and how to do it. It is possible 
to, form such an organization in every 
city in the country (a sort of a league 
of municipal sanitary clubs) and if 
they could only have the backing and 
general direction of some really pow- 
erful and influential body there would 
‘be no doubt of the results. In every 
city of fifty thousand inhabitants in 
this country it is possible to find 
among the managers, the leading 
agents, the medical examiners and \the 
legal and financial representatives of 
the insurance companies fifteen to 
twenty men of standing, of influence 
and of a high average standard of in- 
telligence. From these’ men, together 
with two or three of the leading 
health officials and a few other men 
of prominence interested in such ques- 
tions, could be formed an organization, 
which, if directed and given to under- 
stand that they would be thoroughly 
supported by the organized life insur- 
anee companies of the country, could 
exert an influence in bringing about 
better sanitary conditions—which 
would mean the saving of millions of 
dollars to the life Insurance policy- 
holders of the country. It is to be 
hoped that the Association of Life In- 
surance Presidents will take thé lead 
in definite and energetic.action along 
the lines indicated. There can be lit- 
tle objection from the standpoint of 
expense, because it would be difficult 
to devel any way of doing effective 
work which would mean so little ex- 


New York, June 9.—(Speciai.)—The 
results of a recent investigation into 
the sanitary condition of thirty-two 
American cities are given in a report 
made to the Association of Life Insur- 
ance Presidents at its meeting here to- 
day. The investigation was -made by 
Hiram J. Messenger, actuary, of Hart- 
ford, Conn. The report is being consid- 
ered by the life insurance managers in 
connection with their campaign for life 
conservation. 

Conditions were investigated in the 
following cities: Lynchburg, Roanoke, 
Knoxville, Chattanooga, Nashville, 
Louisville, Cincinnati}, Indianapolis, 
Bloomington, ‘Springfield, St. Louis, 
Memphis, Little Rock, Vicksburg, New 
Orleans, Mobile, Montgomery, Birming- 
ham, Atlanta, Macon, Jacksonville, St. 
Augustine, Savannah, Charleston, Au- 
gusta, Columbia, Charlotte, Danville, 
Richmond, ‘Baltimore, New York and 
Hartford. 

The report states that on the aver- 
age, only 70 per cent of the inhabi- 
tants of cities of 50,000 and over use 
the public water systems and that only 
60 per cent occupy houses connected 
with sewer systems. “In general,” con- 
tinues the report, “it ean be said that 
it is possible to find many cities in the 
country that have spent millions of 
dollars for sewers and for extending 
the city water systems, and yet from 
a quarter to more than half of the in- 
habitants live in houses that are not 
connected with the sewer, and in a 
great number of such cases the situa- 
tion is a closet with no sewer connec~- 
tion and nearby a well furnishing sur- 
face water and constant danger of con- 
tamination; and it cannot be said that 
these are entirely in the new sections 
of a growing city where sewer and 
water mains have not been extended. 
A large number of these cases are on 
streets ‘that have been séwered and 
have been furnished with water mains, ’ 
and frequently in the oldest and most 
thickly populated parts of the city.” 

However, the report states the evi- 
dence showed that everywhere, par- 
ticularly through the southern states, 
there has been a most wonderful im- 
provement in the general sanitary con- 
ditions during. the last ten or twenty 
years. 

“Tt was found that as a rule most 
of the cities visited had a fairly good 
supply of city water,” states the 
report. “In only a very few cases 
was. there reason to think it was bad, 
and in many cases it was most ex- 
cellent. In probably a dozen of the 
cities. visited new water systems had 
been constructed within the last ten 
years, with an elaborate and upon the 
whole very satisfactory system of fil- 
tration—usually accompanied by sedi- 
mentation and purification by alum, 
lime or some other chemical method; 
and in nearly every one of these cases 
these cities ten years ago were tak- 
ing impure water direct from some | 
large, unprotected river and drinking 
it just as it eame from the river. The 
decrease in the amount of sickness and 
number of deaths from typhoid fever 
as the result of these recently con- 
structed water systems has been very 
noticeable. The method of purifying 
water by chemical treatment is more 
common in the south than in the north. 
The usual method in the north is ‘sim- 
ply the protection of the source of 
supply. This method was adequate 
in most cases twenty years ago, but 
the rapid increase in our population 
and the great multiplication of manu- 
facturing plants has made the secur-~- 
ing of a pure water supply by simply 
protecting the source ‘very difficult; 
and it is a difficulty whichis rapidly 
increasing from year to year, 80 that 
it is only a question of time when 
other methods must be adopted, ex- 
cept where a city is fortunate enough 
to have an unlimitee supply of arte- 
sian water. . ;

Maddox Favors Elastic Currency. 

Mr. Maddox, who was today elected 
president of the Georgia Bankers’ As- 
sociation, indorses the Aldrich cur- 
rency reform plan as explained by 
Congressman Edward Vreeland to the 
bankers Thursday. Mr. Maddox, as a 
banker, has given considerable study 
to the suggested plan for a more elas- 
tic national currency. 

“The experience of the nations of 
the world gives us a basis for a plan 
upon which to remodel our currency 
System,” said Mr. Maddox today. “I 
believe the national monetary commis- 
Sion has- taken it as a model and has 
molded its plan to meet the needs of 
this country. The overwhelming need 
of a new system in this country is 
admitted by all. I think it is univer- 
Sally agreed that the time has passed 
when currency can only be issued 
against United States bonds. Therefore 
the question arises what is the next 
best basis of issue? The most avail- 
able basis is commercial paper, which 
is based upon the products of the fac- 
tory and the field. 

.“The system the monetary commis- 
sion proposes upon which to issue cur- 
rency is one that is best suited_to the 
requirements of this country for the 
reason that in the west and the south 
we require at the maturity of our 


mohey to handle them, a need that is 
not so pronounced in any other gsec- 
tion of the world. 


Marketing Crops. 


“With the cotton crop, which ma- 
tures between September and Decem- 
ber, and is ready for the market dur- 
ing these months—the cotton market 
value being approximately $1,000,000— 
I believe of all the sections of the 
country the south would be most 
benefiteqd by an elastic form of cur- 
rency. By securing ample funds at 
reasonable rates of interest it would 
enable the southern merchants and 
Planters to carry their cotton and seil 
at such times as they might deem best, 
rather than be forced to.sell on ac- 
count of a scarcity of money and high 
rates of interest which go to make up 
the carrying charges. 

“The control of the National Reserve 
Association being divided into fifteen 
districts scattered throughout the 
United States, it seems to me would 
eliminate all danger of the association 
being controlleqd by any section of the 
country, or by any coterie of men. It 
would eliminate the danger of the 
monetary situation getting into the 
msc of politicians or selfish finan- 
ciers

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FINE WORK BEING DONE 
BY LADIES OF PELHAM 


Editor Woman’s Department: I am 
sending to you an account of our civic 
work in Pelham, acting on your sug- 
gestion that to exploit the good work 
done encourages others to do likewise. 
its first active 
expression on cleaning-up day, May 
26, and since then the work grows. 

Pelham has 2,000 inhabitants and 
unfortunately we have no stock laws, 
hence hogs and cows run at large 
on our streets, makihig the work more 
difficult than it otherwise would be. 
This great drawback did not discour- 
age us, however. We had our meet- 
ings and discussed first days and 
means Of diminishing the power of the 
fly and mosquito for the summer. . 

Offered Candy. 

We offered one stick of candy for 
every dozen tin cans, old pieces of 
fron, old buckets, bottles, etc, found 
in the streets, alleyways or back 
yards, to be delivered at a given place 
during two weeks. We made this an- 
nouncement in school, and that after- 
noon they came pouring in. There 
were 9,000 in all. These we had the 
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city wagons take to a creek some two 
miles from town for disposal. We 
then had placards printed with the 
legend: “Clean-Up Day, May 26. Help 
us. Join in cleaning up the city. It 
promotes health and beauty.’ These 
we distributed ail over town. The 
merchants worded their ads in the in- 
terest of cleanhing-up day, and our var- 
ious committees visited every home in 
town and explained the meaning of 
the movement and what we wanted 
them to do. There were very few who 
refused t@ float the white flag, which 
was to indicage interest in clean-up 
day. 

Every vacant 16t is clean, and every 
back yarg is. good to look at; fences 
have been whitewashed, and _ those 
families who do_not like to go to the 
expense of screening their houses are 
using black jor blue mosquito netting 
at the windows. 

The colored people have become in- 
terested and have organized a civic 
club of their own. They prapose to 
discuss household economics, exchange 
recipes and ideas as to how best ‘to 
perform their duties as cooks, house- 
girls, washerwomen, etc. I have 
never seen nore enthusiasin or inter- 
est displayed anywhere. To create 
further interest we asked the teach- 
ers of the high school to have their 
classes write compositions on civics, 
"he Pelham Journal printing the best 
two. These were very creditable in- 
deed, as well as giving the children 
an interest and intelligent comprehen- 
sion of the vital meaning of this move- 
ment for betterment in health and 
civic life. 

Mayor Calls Meeting. 

The mayor has called a meeting to 
discuss and vote on the rempval of 
hogs and cows from the street, and 
if it goes through the way will be 
clear for further improvement. We 
have made the effort not to reach 
those easy to reach, but rather those 
who were timid about coming into the 
movement, nd find that since -the club 


has been organized a new community 
spirit is growing among the women 
and a new interest is being taken in 
three planting and in flower gardens.

New York, ‘June é—Continuea dry 
weather accompanied by high temper- 
atures in the southwest, in connection 
with further support of the new crop 
months by prominent bull brokers, 


started covering by yesterday’s.sellers 
in the cotton market today and prices 
advanced sharply with the close steady 
net unchanged on August, but gener- 
ally 9 to 22 points net higher. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1 point on December, but gen- 
erally 3 to 9 ‘points higher and before 
the end of the first haif hour showed 
advances of from 10 to 20 points on 
covering of shorts and bull support. 
Realizing checked the advance during 
the middle of the day and slight reac- 
tions occurred, but one of the leading 
bull brokers offered to buy all the 
July the market would sell him, up to 
twenty thousand bales at 15.60. 

The western belt forecast promised 
no relief from drought in conditions,

The close, 
however, was only a little off from 
the best, except in the case of Au- 
gust, which eased off quite sharply in 
the last few minutes, and after hav- 
ing touched 15.21 during the early 
trading, closed at 16.09 bid. ' 

Aside from the weather news, there 
seemed to be little to attract atten- 
tion, and, owing to the holidays, there 
were no cables from Liverpool, where 
the market will remain closed until 
Monday morning. The small spinners 
takings for the week were attributed 
largely to the English holidays.

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STOCK MARKET MOVED 


Some Issues, I Noted for Their 
Strength, Were Traded 
in—Bonds Active. 


New York, June 9,—Conspicuous 
movements in stocks were confined to 
a few issues today, most of which have 
been prominent for some time on ac- 
count of their strength. The rank and 
file of stocks, including the usual 
market leaders, moved within narrow 
limits and reflected no well-defined 
trend. The bear party made a few 
attempts today to depress prices, but 
the market displayed sufficient 
strength to meet these attacks easily, 
although prices were forced downward 
Slightly several times during the day. 
The supplemental crop report of today 
summarizes the situation by stating 
that the deterioration in the generai 
crop condition during May, as a resuit 
of drought, was 2.8 per cent below the 
average. In this statement, however, 
cognizance was taken of the relief af- 
forded in the period between the date 
On which the crop figures were gath- 
ered and the time of publication of the 
report. The report makes it plain that 
this improvement was sufficiently 
marked to justify still more hopeful 
forecasts than might have been based 
On yesterday's statement. 

The chief points of strength in the 
market were Canadian Pacific, which 
advanced 2% to 242%, a new high rec- 
ord; the Eries, Tennessee Copper and 
a number of specialties such as Ameri- 
can Beet Sugar, Westinghouse Elec- 
tric, Western Union and Sears-Roe- 
buck. All of these issues gained a 
point or more. Erie common rose to 
the highest point reached in a year or 
more, 

The sluggishness of stocks diverted 
Speculative interest into the bond 
market, which exhibited the greater 
relative activity. Large transactions 
occurred in New York City 4%s, Atch- 
ison convertibles, Wabash-Pittsburge 
certificates and local traction securi- 
ties. Pittsburg Terminal certificates 
rose 4 points on the strength of reports 
that a harmonious settlemem of the 
differences which have long invested 
this property might be reached with- 
out further litigation. 

The statement of conditions of na- 
tional banks, tO be made as a result 
of today’s call of the comptroller of 
the currency, is expected to disclose 
generally favorable conditions. Loans 
doubtless will show considerable re- 
ductions, on account of the compara- 
tively smal) demand for the require- 
ments of trade, while the abnorma! 
ease of money has recently been ac- 
companied by a piling up -of heavy 
reserves. A marked improvement in 
bank clearings for the week was re- 
ported.

A selling drive at wheat was at- 
tempted by a minority of traders, who 
appeared to think that the govern- 
ment crop report had not been suffi- 
ciently discounted beforehand. The 
error of such a course was cuickly 
demonstrated, offerings belng snapped 
up under orders from the big owners 
of cash wheat here. When the source 
of the bull support was not‘ced, every 
short in the local trade tried to cover. 
Simultaneously the ‘pit was being 
flooded with reports of the disastrous 
effectes of high temperatures all 
through the west. The Nebraska dis- 
patches asserted that the hot weather 
was shriveling the wheat, and there 
were complaints even from as far up 
as South Dakota. Thereafter the re- 
actions which took place were few 
and brief, and the buying force was 
more plainly in evidence in the last 
quarter of an hour than at any pre- 
vious time during the session. Be- 
tween the opening and the _ closing, 
July ranged from 90% to 92%, in 
the end was %*@% up at 92. 

The wind-up for the day in corn was 
at the highest point of the season. 
From the start the market was af- 
fected by reports of material damage 
in Texas and by the ofticial forecast 
of continued hot weather for several 
days.

An idea that the hot wave would 
necessarily increase the marketing of 
hogs was responsible for most of the 
advance in provisions. When the pit 
wags cleared pork was up 45 to 47%; 
lard was dearer by 17% to 20c, and 
ribs 22% @25 to 30.

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COTTON THE PAST WEEK 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


Mew York, June 9.—Cotton advanced 
sharply for a time on hot dry weather 
at the south, eoverings of shorts and 
bullish manipulation. Then came a 
setback on heavy and persistent liqui- 
dation of July, attributed to leading 
New York and New Orleans, bulls and 
their following. Also beneficial rains 
were reported tn the Carolinas, Geor- 
gia and Alabama. Still, on Friday, 
prices advanced again on dry, hot 
weather in Texas and elsewhere. Liv- 
erpool's spot trade has continued, and 
at the south the demand for the act- 
ual cotton is said to have fallen off 
so noticeably that the dullness neu- 
tralizes the effect of a strong statis- 
tical situation. Moreover, many be- 
lieve that despite the recent hot, dry 
weather the crop is gs well that 
it needed a period of high tempera- 
tures after the cold weather of May, 
and that dry weather has thus far done 
no widespread harm. The cotton 
goods trade, too, is still unsatisfactory 
and curtailment continues. Specula- 
tion in futures has been, as 4 rule, on 
a small seale. It is largely a profes- 
sional market, subject to manipula- 
tion, a market which disconcerts some 
ef the most experienced members of 
the trade. On the other hand, if big 
bull operators have been throwing 
July overboard, they are credited with 
buving October, December and Jan- 
uary on a liberal scale. ; 

A well-known Texas operator. who 
has been here for about two years, is 
understood to be very bullish on the 
new crop months at the prevailing 
discounts. There can be no certainty 
as to what the size of the crop is to 
be. The acreage is unprecedentedly 
large, and the recent government re- 
port, though favorable, merely recalls 
to bulls the fact that there has been 
in the past a falling off from the June 
condition by October of no less | than 
37 per cent. They add that a “bum- 
per” crop is absolutely necessary to 
replenish the world’s supplies, and, 
falling that, prices must g0 very much

; WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED 


What Commercial Agencies 
| Say About Business. 


New York, June 9.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say that trade, crop and 
industrial conditions are of a variable 
character, with the general appearance 
one of quiet, though evidences of good 
feeling hitherto noted are still_to be 
met. Warm, bright weather continues 
to favor retail trade, which also feels 
the stimulus of price reduction. Job- 
bing trade is of a between-seasons 
character and mid-year gales of spring 
and summer fabrics furnish the chief 
occupation. Really large buciiess still 
feels the effects of crop uncertainty and 
tariff discussion. As two tariff matters, 
the belief is growing that radical iegis- 
latfén is not likely, but uncertainty here 
is naturally a bar to fullest activity in 
distant future trade. 

In leading industries changes are 
'few. Price reductions have not brought 
| out much new business in steel prod- 
; ucts, and a waiting policy still prevails. 
| Prodeessey of pig iron declined in May, 
land as a general proposition the mar- 
j} ket is even less active than heretofore. 
‘There has been buying of steel bars. 
'and orders for steel rails have improv- 
ed. Short time is-still the leading fea- 
ture in the textile trades. 

Leather is quieter after the spell of 
buying induced by the recent advance 
in prices. Shoe manufacturing is not 
active, except for specialties. The 
building trades and material lines 
catering thereto are quiet. 

Collections are a trifle better at some 
centers where retail trade has been 
helped by summer damand and clear- 
ance sales, but are not better than fair 
in most sections. 

Business failures in the United States 
for the week ending Jun? 8 were 732 
against 168 last week, 182 in the like 
week of 1910, 1907 in 1909 and Zds in 
1908 and 161 in 1907. Business failures 
in Canada for the week numbsr 23, 
which contrasts with 28 last week and 
86 for the like weék in 1910. 

Wheat, including flour, exports from 
the United States and Canada for the 
week ending June 8 aggregate 2,422,820 
bushels, against 3,673,366 last week and 
1,700,055 this week last year. For the 
49 weeks ending June 8 exports are 
117,186,216 bushels against 1338,202.075 
in the corresponding period last year. 

Corn exports for the week are 1,35,- 
144 bushels, against 563,596 last week 
and 239,689 in 1910. For the 49 weeks 
ending June 8, corn exports are 47,900,- 
597 bushels, against 27,498,422 last year.

tried to ward off the blow, while the 
fixed expression of his face indicated 
repose rather than surprise or pain. 

Witnesses saw the younger man in 
the neighborhood of his father’s house 
about 11 o’clock. The father lived 
alone. At 2 o’clock the younger Davis 
returned to his home on the Thomaston 
road, 13 miles from Macon, where he 
lived with his wfie and two children in 
the home of his father-in-law, George 
Green, a farmer. 

After daylight his body was found in 
a stable house. Beside him were two 
empty bottles and a dipper. A note 
pinned to his clothes stated that hé was 
tired of living, and had decided to “end 
it all.” His clothes were bloody.

General Reyes was not formally re- 
ceived with the honors to which an 
officer of his rank is entitled. His 
reception was such as any civilian 
might receive. 

“Down With Reyes*” 

The reception committee was far up 
the station toward the gates when the 
general’s special train’pulled in. Ac- 
companied by the small group of army 
officers and the rebel escort which 
came with him from Orizaba, the lit- 
tle gray-bearded man, attired in a sack 
suit of peagreen, made his way to 
the committee which was struggling 
through the curious, rather than en- 
thusiastic crowd to welcome him. 

In the meanwhile the small mob of 
Maderists who had yelled “Down with 
Reyes” had busied itself in snatching 
from the lapels of the Reyists the red 
carnations, emblem of the Reyes .party. 
For a time three or four scuffles were 
in progress and served to divide the 
attention of the Growd. Someone raised 
the cry of “Order, and again Reyes 
was the center of attraction. Through 
the crovd the general was escorted 
to an automobile, which whirled him 
away from the people, who occasionally 
cried “Viva Reyes,” but who sent more 
frequently after the retreating ma- 
chine the ery, “Viva Madero.” 

The general was taken to the home 
of Rodolfo Reyes, his son. A crowd 
of possibly a thousand’ followed. In- 
Side the building a reception of his 
friends was im progress. 

Within fifteen days a general con- 
vention of delegates, from all parts of 
the country, representing the political 
party which has emanated from the 
revolution, will be called here to nom- 
inate candidates for president and vice 
prasident precedent to the elections 
to be held on October 8 next. 

Opposition to Gomez. 

Juan Sanchez Azcona, private secre- 
tary to Francisco I. Madero, announced 
today that he probably. would resign 
that position within the next few days 
to direct arrangements for tne con- 
vention and manage the political cam- 
paign that will follow.

Young Cate was returning from a so- 
cial call shortly after midnight, arf in 
passing the postoffice building he was 
confronted by a tall stranger. At the 
point of a pistol he was blindfolded and 
led into the rear of the postoffice and 
ordered to keep quiet. After the ex- 
plosion and the departure of the rob- 
bers, he gave the alarm. The robbers 
are supposed to have caught a west- 
bound freight train. They took every 
coin in the postoffice, even the pennies.

LOAN OF $10,000,000 TO 
» MEET HONDURAN DEBT 


Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations Decides to Fa- 
vorably Report Treaty. 


Washington, June 9.—The senate 
committee on foreign relations today 
decided to report favorably the treaty 
between Honduras and this country, 
providing for- a loan of $10,000,000 
from banking interests of the United 
States to meet the Honduran debt. Of 
this amount $7,500,000 is to be forth- 
coming at once. The Nicaraguan 
treaty similar in import has not yet 
been acted upon. 

As the provisions of the Nicaragua 
treaty, however, are thought to be 
practically the same as those of the 
Honduran compact, the impression 
prevails that it also will meet with 
the approval of the committee. 

A collector of customs will be 
named by the bankers, who _ will 
fnance the Honduran loan, his ap- 
pointment to be approved by the pres- 
ident of the United States. 
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
